F’apoleon and Lincoln 
Among the Henpecked 


The henpecked man can scarcely be 
classed as a product of modern times. 
Historians relate that many of the 
world’s most famous men, including 
Napoleon, Lincoln and Socrates, were 
henpecked. One of the letters writ- 
ten by Napoleon to his wife, Jose 
phine, ends with the postscript: 

“A thousand kisses—as burning as 
yours are frosty.” 

Lincoln, it is said, was henpecked 
because he was too shy. Count Mont- 
geles, the German biographer of Lin- 
coln, declares that Lincoln’s wife loved 
him superficially, her own selfish am- 
bitions predominating, adding that she 
constantly pecked at him and almost 
drove him mad. 

The duke of Marlborough, one of 
Winston Churchill’s ancestors, and ac- 
claimed as one of the greatest warriors 
of his day, was madly in love with 
his wife, who, however, nagged him 
all the time. In 1704 he wrote to his 
wife on the eve of a battle: 

“I'm not nearly as much afraid of 
my 60,000 foes as I am of you when 
you are mad at me.” Next day, with 
Prince Eugene of Savoy, he won a big 
victory over the forces of Louis XIV 
of France.—New York Evening World.

regions are more remarkable 
than those near the Caspian sea. The 
waters of the sea once stretched far 
north and joined the Arctic ocean, but 
now, after countless ages, they have 
receded to their present [fmits.

Dotted about lie squat temples, from 
whose pinnacles rise coliimns of fierce 
flame, the dread gods incarnate of the 
fire-worshipers, The columns are said 
to have burnt continuously since the 
birth of Confucius. 

The everlasting fires are not the dis- 
embodied souls of dead men and de 
mons, as the natives believe, but are 
due to torrents of gas which stream 
from underground regions, and are ig- 
nited spontaneously. 

It is possible to dig a small hole and 
then, by applying a live coal, cause 
it to burst into flames, If a tube of 
paper is stuck about two inches in the 
ground, and thé top of it touched with 
a live coal, a flame will issue from it, 
but if the edges of the paper have 
been smeared with clay it will not 
take fire,

The only time most people think 
anything about the ebb and flow of 
tides is when they are at the seaside 
or on the river.

The entire 
length of this wall is 1,400 miles; it is 
22 feet high and 20 feet in thickness, 
At intervals of 100 yards or so there 
are towers some 40 feet in height.

Warren R. Porter, 66.years of age, 
former Lieutenant-Governor of Cali- 
fornia, and for many years president 
of the Pajaro Valley National Bank 
in Watsonville, died at his home at 
Watsonville last week. 

United States senators and repre- 
sentatives in Congress and public or- 
ganizations of San Francisco will con- 
duct a determined drive to have this 
city named as the “home port” of the 
Pacific fleet if a resolution passed 
by the Board of Supervisors last week | 
bears fruit. 

Cedarville, Modoc County, boasts 
that Emma Ennis, 10, is the youngest 
high school freshman in California. 
She will enroll in the Surprise Valley 
Union High School next month. 

A seven-year-old girl established a 
mountain-climbing record at Red 
Bluff. when she achieved the pinnacle 
of Mount Lassen, starting the rise 
from Manazila Lake, and climbing 
4,000 feet in five and one-half hours. 

An army of millions of crickets, 
which seriously interfered with the 
main intersection’s traffic officer and 
kept ladies gingerly side-stepping on 
the walks, invaded Brawley last week. 
The screechers gathered under arc 
lights inches deep while store pro- 
prietors swept them out of entrances 
by the bucketful and burned them in 
the street. No damage to vegetation 
was reported. 

A miniature re-enacting of the 
mania of gold rush days occurred on 
the ranch of Jeff Fruit on Amsterdam 
road, Merced, when a workman found 
gold dust sticking to a drill used in 
boring a well on the ranch when he 
lifted it to be sharpened. Now Fruit 
is debating the question, “Shall it be 
well or gold mine?” with all indica- 
tions pointing to the latter. The well 
site is on the north bank of the Mer- 
ced river. 

September will be a month of con- 
ventions in Santa Cruz. The Builders’ 
Exchange will be held on September 
8, 4 and 5; the Native Sons of the 
Golden West Admission Day celebra- 
tion, September 9, 10 and 11; the Pa- 
cific Coast Gas Associaton, September 
12 to 17, and the State Retail Growers, 
September 25 to 28. 

Good road conditions are attracting 
more motorists to Yosemite for this 
season of the year from other States 
than ever before. Such is the opinion 
of Park Superintendent W. B. Lewis. 
“During the month of July,” stated 
Superintendent Lewis, “1,544 automo- 
biles from forty-six States, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Canada, British 
Columbia, Hawaii and Panama en- 
tered the Yosemite National Park,” 

George Messer, 32, San Francisco 
mechanic, was recently officially rec- 
ogized by the State government as the 
tallest man in California. He stands 
6 feet 9% inches in his stocking feet 
and weighs 220 pounds. Directors of 
the California State Fair closed the 
entry list in the expositon contest to 
select the State’s altitude champion 
and gave Messer first place. Second 
honors went to BE. HB. Dickey of Holly- 
wood, whose height is 6 feet 8% 


inches. Messer is a native son and 
was born at Tracy, San Joaquin 
County. 


Oil production for the San Joaquin 
Valley for July totaled 4,887,445 bar- 
rels, according to figures compiled by 
the American Petroleum Institute’s 
Pacific Coast office. This production 
came from 6,159 wells now on the 
producing list. The daily averages for 
the month was 158,659 barrels as 
against 160,441 barrels for the month 
of June. This is a decrease of 1,782 
barrels daily, indicating that the at- 
tempt of the companies to hold down 
production to relieve the storage con- 
ditions is bearing fruit. 

Dr. N. P. Barbour, of Stockton, 
major in the medical corps of the 
California National Guard and com- 
manding officer of the medical de- 
tachment of the 148rd Field Artillery, 
has been ordered to Carlisle Barracks, 
Pennsylvania, for a six-weeks’ course 
of intensive training at the army med- 
ical field service school. Dr. Barbour 
is the only California officer honored 
with such a call. California is ap- 
portioned one medical officer a vear 
at the school. 

Jail sentences imposed on members 
of California National Guard compa- 
nies for breaches of military or civil 
regulatons as the result of peace- 
time trials before summary court are 
binding and must be served, just as if 
they were meted out by a civil court 
to a citizen. This is the holding of 
Attorney General Webb in an opinion 
to District Attorney Norby of Yuba 
County. Norby questioned such a sen- 
tence, believing it in violation of the 
State constitution. 

With Assemblyman Frank L. Coombs 
of Napa as “unofficial chaperon,” two 
special trains carrying 800 Legion- 
naires left California last week for 
the second doughboy invasion of Par- 
is, the American Legion convention. 

Expenditures on new roads in Cali- 
fornia this year, it is estimated, will 
exceed the high total of any of the 
eleven States in Western America, ac- 
cording to an analysis of estimated 
revenues for road purposes tabulated 
for Martin Madsen, president of the 
Madsen Iron Works, San Francisco. 
At the end of the fiscal year, in 
June, 1928, it has been reckoned that 
$180,000,000 will have been spent on 
new highways and the maintenanee of 
existing arteries by the States of Cali- 
fornia, Waghington, Oregon, Nevada, 
New Mexico, Idaho, Arizona, Colorado, 
Montana, Utah and Wyoming. 
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Substantiating her claim to being 
the fastest-growing metropolis in the 
world, the populaton of Los Angeles, 
which at the time of the 1920 Federal 
census stood at 576,673, is now 1,242,- 
700. 

More than 1,200 delegates and 
guests are expected to attend the 
eighth annual convention of the State 
Builders Echange which will be held 
at Santa Cruz this week. The ar- 
rangements for the convention and 
outing being made by a committee of 
the San Francisco Builders Exchange. 

Two hundred and twenty city 
blocks of developed suburban prop- 
erty will be added to Bakersfield area 
soon, if annexation plans which are 
being completed now are indogsed by 
qualified voters during an annexation 
election to be held in the district dur- 
ing the early part of November. 

A complete report of property valu- 
ation embracing every parcel of land 
in the city of San Francisco, and total- 
ing $891,746,210 was plac on file 
last week in the office of Assessor 
Russel L. Wolden. The report is the 
result of a year’s survey conducted 
by James G. Stafford, and cost ap- 
proximately $67,000. It shows that a 
total of 177,000 pieces of property 
were checked and valued for taxa- 
tion purposes. 

Whether or not the soil, water and 
climate of Kern County is adapted to 
producton of shrub rubber soon may 
be determined, as the result of tests 
that: have been conducted during the 
last four years at the United States 
Experimental Farm at Shafter, ac- 
cording to Wolford B. Camp, agronom- 
ist, in charge, and if the experiments 
prove successful, thousands of acres 
of heretofore useless safe-brush lands 
in Kern County can be reclaimed to 
highly productive purposes, and an in- 
dustry scarcely second in its impor- 
tance to petroleum may be estab- 
lished. 

California’s habit of shattering her 
own records will again be stressed 
when total ice cream sales in this 
State for 1927 are finally tabulated, 
it was predicted by D. M. Dorman, 
president of California Dairies, Iac., 
of Los Angeles. Predictons made early 
in the current year set an increase of 
10 per cent in State consumption com- 
pared with 1926, when more than 
10,000,000 gallons, retailing at nearly 
$20,000,000, were required to satisfy 
the Sunshine State’s 4,500,000 resi- 
dents. 

Caliente Canyon district, thirty-five 
miles east of Bakerfield, now is wit- 
nessing the resumption of an impor- 
tant scale of gold and silver mining 
operations. The Zenda Company has 
started to operate its 200-ton mill 
under the direction of Frank Bewley, 
and it is believed there is sufficient 
tonnage of low-grade ore to keep it 
running indefinitely. The company 
has 900 acres in the Amalie district, 
fifteen miles northeast of Caliente, 
and also is doing extensive develop- 
ment work on the Calico mine in the 
Panamint area, east of Mojave. 

Information has been given out at 
Mariposa, Mariposa county, that a 
ten-stamp mill is to be built on the 
Vanderbilt gold mining claim in the 
Darrah district. Development work 
has been in progress on this claim for 
the past two years and is reported 
that a shute of fine ore has been 
encountered. 

That he will introduce his bill in 
the December session of Congress, 
providing for the deeding of 1,200 
acres of forest lands in the Calaveras 
Big Trees to the State of California, 
was expressed in Stockton last week 
by Congressman Harry L. Englebright 
of the First Congressional District of 
California. The bill was introduced 
and passed in the last session but 
due to a last-minute rush, did not 
make its way though the Senate. The 
bill was indorsed by the forestry ser- 
vice, State Park Associaton and the 
Calaveras Grove Association which 
was organized last year to have the 
Calaveras Big Trees set aside as a 
public park. Another bill he will in- 
troduce provides for the removal of 
income tax on dividends derived from 
gold corporations. 

Franklin Guest Smith of Redlands 
was last week nominated by United 
States Senator Samuel Shortridge to 
the Secretary of War as pis principal 
selection from California to the 
United States Military Academy class 
entering West Point in July, 1928. His 
selection must be approved by the 
Secretary of War before the candidate 
is accepted at the academy. 

San Francisco’s new traffic ordi- 
nance, recommended by Dr. Miller 
McClintock after a detailed survey 
under auspices of the San Francisco 
Traffic Survey Committee, was unani- 
mously passed last week by the Board 
of Supervisors, It will become ef- 
fective, for the future guidance of mo- 
torists and pedestrials, as soon as the 
remaining formalities of printing and 
final passage are completed—a matter 
of a few weeks. 

Among the St. Helena exhibits at 
the Napa County Fair, held last week, 
there is a four-legged chicken that 
was raised by S. Barberi of St. Helena. 
The chicken is about eight months old, 
and forms a freak exhibit at the 
fair. 

With the appropriation of a $25,000 
purse by the town of Capitola for the 
winners of a twenty-two mile swim 
from Capitola-by-the-Sea to Monterey, 
one of the biggest water marathons in 
history is expected. The event has 
been scheduled for next New Year’s 
Day. Rules for the swim are now 
being organized at Capitola and it is 
expected that entry blanks will be 
available in another month. The con- 
test will be open to both men and 
women and officials there predict that 
some of the world’s best swimmers 
will come to Capitola to compete in 
in the New Year’s marathon.

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Jewels in Profusion 
Decked Desert Queen 


It is not generally known that the 
Sahara desert hag encroached hun- 
dreds of miles eastward during the 
centuries since the great days of Egyp- 
tian civilization, and has in conse- 
quence buried in sand many forgotten 
cities and centers of Population. One 
often thinks of the treasure lying on 
the floor of the ocean, but the treasure 
buried under desert sands must also 
be incalculable, 

A sensational discovery was made 
recently, not on the Egyptian side, 
where the sand almost succeeded in 
overwhelming the mighty Sphinx, but 
on the western side of the desert. The 
body of some ancient queen of the Sa- 
hara was found beneath the sand.

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Many Women Workers 
in the Middle Ages 


The Middle ages, too, had their 
“feminism,” and the way women’s 
problems were solved was not very 
much different from today’s. 

In the Thirteenth, Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth centuries, just as at present, 
it Was necessary to take care of un- 
Married women, and this could not al- 
ways be done by means of convents, 
although a greater number of girls 
went in convents then than nowadays. 

The crafts excluded women often on 
principle but in practice women 
worked in almost all crafts during the 
Middle ages, as simple workers as 
well as at the head of enterprises, 

The professions-in which women ex- 
celled wre, of course, those which 
were related to the traditional fem- 
inine work, as weaving, cord manufac- 
ture and the textile crafts in general. 
Many women became leading seam- 
Stresses, Feminine tailors were far 
more frequamt during the Middle ages 
than now. The gold industry always 
had a group of feminine and a group 
of masculine workers. Women often 
were barbers, and feminine musicians 
played in most of the wine inns, 
Women were teachers not only in their 
convent schools but also in general 
Schools. Above all, there was never 
a lack of women physicians. 


New Zealand’s Fjords 
of Surpassing Beauty 


The marvelous fjordland of New 
Zealand is described by those who 
have seen it as the most wonderful 
in existence, surpassing in beauty the 
famous fjord country of Scandinavia. 

Milford sound, which offers this 
wonderful fjord scenery, is situated 
about 1,000 miles from the Victorian 
coast, off the southwestern coast of 
New Zealand. As one enters he finds 
-himself surrounded by the perpen- 
dicular sides of enormously high 
mountains, the tops of which are cov- 
ered with snow. And in the sound 
country of Alaska, there are great 
terminals almost on the level of the 
Sea; but what differentiates these 
fjords used only by foot, is a walk of 
86 miles over a track so precipitous 
that only 10 miles can be covered in 
a day.

While a few venture- 
some spirits surmount these obstacles 
each year, they are indeed few.
